When the New Dealers really go to town trying to "simplify? 
our ramified governm ental structure, the results are appalling. 
Take the Army-Navy "Unification" Bill. 
For m onths the argum ent has been that the Constitutional 
arrangem ent of making the President Comm*nder*in*Chief of 
the Army and Navy was unsatisfactory, and that some simple, 
workable system should be evolved in its place. 
W ith the aid of the bureaucratic advisors of the Arm ed 
Services, a plan has now been worked out and, having received 
a marginal vote of support from the U. S. Senate Committee, 
will presently land in the lap of Congress. 
Under the old arrangem ent, three parties were involved— 
the head of the W ar Departm ent, the head of the Navy D epart­ 
ment, and the Man in the W hite House. 
Anything else was 
"lace" which they put in for good measure. The President, as 
Commander-in-Chief, could have cut whatever red tape he 
found to be in his way. 
The new scheme calls for no fewer than thirteen different 
bodies, many of them new, all with separate and often conflict­ 
ing powers and duties. 
Thirteen of them, not counting the 
President.
